Bur, however, no Affronts receiv’d from Pompey 
cow’d Juftify his making War upon his Country, 
And therefore C.efar(as Ambitious as he was ) was 
very Anxioufly Doubtful, whether he fhou’d Pro- 
cede or Retreat, before he coud Prevail upon him- 
felf to pafsthe Rubicon. 

That C.c/ar was Merciful to a Prodigy, his very 
Enemies acknowledg’d. And indecd be was a Man 
of a very Compaffionate and tencer Nature, but 
yet his Lenity, as it was the higheft piece of Poli- 
cy, fo alfo it was no more than ftrict Jnitice. For 
with what confidence cou’d he Punith rhofe, who 
by fighting againft him had done no more then 
their Duty in the Juftand Neceffary Defence of 
their Morher-counrtry,

pectedly oblig'd too with Honors and Preferments, 
and who yet engagd inhis Deftruétion upona Prin. 
ciple,not of Con{cience, but of Malice, in that they
